OTTAWA, Tuesday. — Canada 
has sold 15 World War Il Har- 
vard training planes to Egypt, 
of which three have been ship- 
ped aboard the Egyptian freigh- 
ter Star of Aswan, together with 
other military supplies for 
Greece, Turkey and Portugal, 
ali NATO nations. This was re- 
vealed in the Commons today by 
External Affairs Minister Lester 
B. Pearson.
